The application of the H ertz 
waves is to prove a failure, by the 
velocity of the sound waves is by far 
lower than that of the electric waves, 
the former traveling one-third of a 
mile every second, the latter 177050 
miles, which, in Casselli** opiniou in- 
[ dicates that the sound will always 
travel Ear behind the electric waves 
and therefore get lost. 
But even if 
the electric current could carry the 
sound waves with 
it, this 
current 
would disturb the spheric waves and 
would cause the disturbance of the 
transparency of the atm osphere

Coal Freight Rate

Washington, Dec. 16.— S\ew tariff* 
increasig the freight 
rate 
on coai 
from West Virginia mines to Great 
Lakes point* 15 cents a ton were til­ 
led We iiiesdav 
with the 
interstate 
I commerce commission 
by the 
ten 
roads engaged in such traffic. 
The 
lie wtariffs are to become effective 
!January 20, next. 
If the new rates are allowed it will 
put the breath of life into Ohio coal 
industry which tor years has suffered 
i because of a discrim ination in laboi 
conditions a* between Ohio and West 
Virginia as well as rate difficulties. 
This action by the railroads 
has 
been expected for some tim e and it 
was indicated Wednesday the increas­ 
ed rate will be vigorously opposed by 
West Virginia 
coal operators 
and 
Michigan consumers alike, while the 
public service 
commission of V\ est 
Virginia will join in the protest. 
The 
proposed rales 
would »gi'e 
coal operators in Ohio an advantage 
of 40 
cents 
a ton over 
those 
in 
West 
Virginia and would make 
the 
differential in fax or of Pittsburg dis­ 
trict coal operators o7 cents a ton 
over W est Virginia. 
The tiling of the new rates is the 
result of the tight Omo 
operators 
have been making for a larger differ­ 
ential over West Virginia operators 
than the 25 cents a ton which has ex­ 
isted 
They insist that by reason or 
labor conditions in Ohio they are un­ 
able to compete with West Virginia 
coal producers Unless they are given 
an advantage in frieight rates com­ 
mensurate with their greater proxim­ 
ity to the lakes.
